REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. El The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The proposed amendment will not overcome the enablement rejection of the record because the specification does not teach 
how to use the claimed mouse with the alleged psychomotor behavior. As discussed in the previous office actions, the claimed 
mouse is not a valid model for any human psychiatric disorder. The specification only discloses a homozygous PACAP 
knockout mouse having the phenotype of hyperactivity which is reversible by haloperidol, increased exploratory activity and 
reduced anxiety. It is unclear whether human with the same disclosed phenotype is result from the disruption of the PACAP 
gene. In addition, contrary to Applicants' assertion, neither the specification nor prior art teach an association between a 
psychiatric disorder and PACAP disruption in human, and the overall phenotype of the mouse does not represent any 
psychiatric disorder in human. Therefore, the specification fails to teach how to use the claimed mouse as a psychiatric model. 
With regard to Teledv and Hashimoto's teaching, the previous office action already indicate that it only teaches PACAP 
disruption may be associated with LTP in a mouse, and such teaching does not predict the same relationship in the human. 
Likewise, the Hashimoto reference (PNAS) submitted on 2/8/05 does not teach how to use the claimed mouse as a 
pshvchiatric model as disclosed in the specification. As such, it cannot be relied on to provide support for the enablement of 
the claimed invention. Therefore, for reasons discussed in the previous office action and above, the claimed invention is not 
enabled .
